Jonathan Palfrey supplied me with some data 
to back up my comments about dropouts - "You're too conservative ((arrgh - anything but 
that - oh, it's OK, small 'c 1 )) in your editorial comment about "one drop-out per game 1 ' 
- in fact the dropouts/game ratio has never been as low as 1 in any individual issue 
of The Finishing Touch . The ratio of cumulative dropouts/cumulative games reached an 
all-time low after the first 8 issues of TFT, when the ratio was 1.61; it then rose 
gradually to the value of 2.12 after New St ataman 3, and fell slightly to 2,10 after 
NS 5. I haven't counted any games not in TFT. These are dropouts of original players 
only, dropouts of standby players not counted 1 . " Thanks, Jonathan. I can well believe - 
those figures, but don't forget that those include those people that dropout when they 
are down to only a centre or two and are going to be wiped out in a year or so. I was 
more concerned, although I didn't say as such, with the people that drop out right at 
the start or when they are in a tenable position - yeh, I know, define 'tenable' and 
'right at the start' - which I would think would be more like one per game and rising 
steadily I would think, 

Stuart Dagger bit me with a nice PS - ' "Please convey my thanks to Messrs Simpkins, 
Doubleday, Hawos, Haven and Willis. Anything which makes the life of ratings compilers 
more difficult is to be applauded". No comment. Kristian Norris asks me what influences 
my choice of names for my Diplomacy games? Well, first of all, my dictionary (Chambers 
20th Century) - if it's not in there$ too bad. Seriously, though, I look for a name 
which isn't too much of a mouthful and which is appropriate if possible (eg Dirk, 
Jugular and Vezand) or which just strikes me at the time (eg Kyte, Xyster). Sometimes 
ono of the players suggests a name, such as Lovelace of fond memory and Tickle (l 
think). So the criteria are many and various, but really it just has to sound right to 
me. Using numbers for your games is rather boring, don't you think? 

One of the criticisms frequently levelled at T is that it is too game-heavy and 
doesn't have enough reading matter in it, and just as frequently, people suggest that 
a letter column is the way to get round this. Hmm. There are some pretty dreggy letter 
columns around which aren't worth, the space they occupy and I'm certainly not going to 
go out of my way to generate controversy to produce printable letters. Rather I like to 
just reproduce occassional pieces of letters like those above and reply privately to 
other people's comments etc. If you make a comment on your letter which doesn't evoke 
an immediate response from me, don't think that I don't read you comments, I do and I 
.am., pleased that you make them - keep them coming. I have particularly noticed that 
people have mentioned their disillusionment with some of the zines in the hobby which 
are not turning round as quickly as they might. Let's hear it for the reliable zines 
which aren't packed with reading matter I 

My comments about the hobby last issue - especially those about the lack of 
effort that people are putting into their games - seem to have struck a chord with " 
several people. Graham Box agrees with my thoughts, reflecting that he doubts that he 
will "...ever be in a game involving so much correspondence as NGC 129..." and Pete 
Mearns even went as far as reprinting some of my words in PTN 54 (and also agreeing 
with what I said), Pete then came up with a novel ideas he has opened a waiting list 
for a game which will have a gamefee of £5, but he will return £1 to the players for 
every centre held when the game ends. It's an interesting idea says he thoughtfully,... 
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but I don't have sufficient confidence in my ability as a player to enter. There are one 
er two people that I would put money on that would do well, though.
